A distinguished scientist and edu- 
cator with a splendid ,wair record, Dr.

wtera^iîw . id^ had been 

a.^sehoplniaater at Marlborough Ool* 
lege, I>ir..Evè,ln.the same year became 
associât^ with McGill as a demon 
strator : in ' Physics. A Lecturer in 
Mathematics two years late^, then an 
assistant Professor of Mathematics, 
he was made an Associai Professor 
in 1908. In 1813 he became Maodon- 
ald Professor of Physics. ' 

Arthur Stewart Eve, ' C.B.E., M.A., 
D.S.C., L.LJ>; ' FJt.0j3., FJt,S„ was 
bom in Silsoe, BedfOidsbire, England, 
in 1862; the son of John Richard and 
Fredrica Eve. .After finlshhig at 
Berkhamstead, he studied at Pem- 
broke College, Cambridge, where tie 
was awarded his M.A.' He received 
his DJ3c. from McGill and the hon- 
orary degree of -Doctor of Laws was 
conferred on him by Queens. 

Dr. Eve had a notable, war record. 
A Captain of the McGill C.O.T.C., he 
first saw 'service overseas with the 
third and fourth Overseas ^Universi- 
ties Companies, CJIJ*. 19lS saw hhn 
second in command of thé iwth Bat- 
talion, C£.F., and iiwo years later he 
found, himself a Major, .in . the .20lh 
R^rye .Battalion, Rpykl .Highlanders 
of Canada. ! ,, V . 

' In .the'.sairjc, year. he!.tunied again 
to sciehoe and biecame. director of re- 
search 'at the Adnilralty JBxperlmental: 
Station at Paricestoiï Quay, .Harwich, 
at which post .he remahied. until the 
Armisiice. He was gazetted a coion'eï 
in 'th'é Canadian Éxpëdttiohariy Foriee'. 
in 1918 and became a lieutenant- 
colonel In 1920, reth-ing with the rank 
of colonel in 1928.

Un- 
fortunately far far too few people really 
know- or understand the main provisions 
H'df Canada's Constitution as embodied, in 
■the B.N.A. . 

It seems to the layman à very simple 
thing for the government to decree- that 
everyone in a certain industry shall not 
,,• work longer than say six hours, five days 
; a week. But by what rig;ht does the gov 
ll^ ; /ernment pass such an act.' The opponents 
J ; 'i6f any government regulation come along 
^jHïiand say, "Oh you have no right to pass 
: such a law. It does not come within your 
power, but within that of the provincial 
.^Jgovernment." Up until, the present time 
^^hé supreme court of . appeal for .the Brit- 
llish Dominions, the Judicial Committeé'^ of 
"ithé Privy Council, has said, "yes the 
Dominion Government has no power or 
lauthority to pass such a law, for it in 
ifringes oh the lejgislative rights given 
&o the provincial, governments by the 
.JPritish North^Jbnérica Act of 1867." 
tg How therefore is such legislation to 
;be uniformly obtaiheil? It is almost an 
^impossibility to force all the provincia 
§jB;bvernments to pass sinnilar measures, or 
^ agree to one unifom law/ as the present 
'State of affairs in Canada, very eloquently 
indicates. The only feasbhable and ra^ 
t'iorial solution is to give the central gov- 
ernment sufficient power and authority 
to - legislate oh such subjects in spite of 
the provincial sphéré of legislation. There 
lis hâ|||»|àîriglfi method of doing this, and 
thatfPII^ amending the British North 
American Act. • But here we run into 
another snag, what is the procedure to 
amend it? ; ; 

: ' ; When the Act was draWn up in isèi- 
■nb provision was made, stating how it 
should be amended if that was ever neces- 
sary. Any, changes in it, must we know, 
be made by the imperial parliament. Will 
this body, however, amend it at the request 
ijs|:'bhly of the Federal Government, or will 
'0t requires . the, assent also of a majority of 
a the provinces, or of all the provinces to 
the suggested amendments. No one really 
knows just what is going to happen — 
although some possibilities seem more ob-i 
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• vious than others.

Prof. James M. Cork demonstrat- 
ed the appiuatua' witb which he topes 
to disintegrate atoms. 

A aaaall group of phystes prof essors 
witnessed the experiment. The huge 
high voltage generator, of which there 
are but two others in the world, hum- 
med and crackled u ■ the electricity 
Jerked aenss ' the . room. . 

That Us trial .experlment was a suc- 
cess U e^.den6ed by the fact that 
Professor Coik has already begun the 
eonstruotion on the long, slim vacuum 
tube through which he expects to send 
heavy-hydrogen .jpari^ 
rifle speed of mmt^tttu UiOOO'mlieB 
per secoQd,/haUst&'Q>Md of llght;- 

Bavtng attained thia yeldei^, titesè 
particlea wUl ^bombard minqte targets 
of otto irate^ aodium for In- 
stanceî^ at the,'akt of the vacuum ttAe. 
When the iinpaet of the hydrogen and 
the sodium : takea place, tha aodium 
becomea xadio-actlve and the neutron 
ia given .off. RCre there ia definite 
evidence, daima . Professw Cork, that 
the sodium bednnaa a completely new 
element, magne^um, Neutrons, to- 
gether with the, electrons and protons 
fona the nucleus of all atoms. 

The minute neutron, the discovery 
of which nearly two years ago has 
completely changed the whole theory 
of matter, possesses great energy and 
a power of penetration, geatery^han 
any particle of matter h^^m^jhad 
b^ore. It la claimed thi^ it?^wili:; go 
through several feet of lead'' "like 
nothing." 

Professor Cork and! liis assistants 
will be in some danger, as the effect 
of the neuterosjl^^ 
is not kncnral^mSi^lS^Uèved to In- 
cur a considerable reaction. 

The neutron given off will be stud- 
ied .by tt», Wilson Cloud Chamber 
which reiBorda photoigraphlcally the 
•paths of recoil particles it strikes. 

While Professor Cork does not be- 
lieve that In smashing the atom he 
will release any revoluttonaiy form
